“WHO PAYS FOR 
THE ADVERTISING: 


This story isso good that I’m not 
go{ng to preach a sermon over it. How- 


~? ever, the next time anyone trieg to. 

’ “string you along” with that old,chest- 
-nut‘about his line selling cheaper be- 
cause: his firm does not spend a lot of 


money in advertising, just remember 
the story of the three mouse traps. 
“In a certain town three firms were 
manufacturing mouse traps. Their 
manufacturing costs were just about 
the same and they each did about an 
equal amount of business. 

The traps cost 15 cents to make; 
sold to the dealers at 20 cents, and 
were sold to the consumer at 30 cents. 
Each manufacturer made 5 cents per 
trap, or 33 1-3 per cent. profit on his 
turnover. Each dealer made 10 cents, 
¢ Each dealer, 
of course, carried all three.traps, for 
there was about an equal demand for 
each. 

One day one manufacturer made up 
hissmind to spend one cent per trap 
in advertising. This reduced his pro- 
fit to 4 cents a trap. He did not ad- 
vance his prices and neither did the 
dealers. 

He started his advertising and kept 
it up for two years. During this time 
the other two manufacturers kept on 
taking their 5 per cent. profit per 
trap’ and quietly laughed at _ the 
“poor advertiser.” 

During the second ycar, however, a 
popular demand “seemed” to arise 
for this advertised trap. The manu- 
facturer actually found demand get- 
ting ahead of production. .In seeking 
to keep up with it he installed new 
machinery and found out that under 
improved methods and with quantity 
production he could turn out just as 
good a trap at a cost of 9 cents as for- 
merly cost him 15 cents. So he re- 
duced his selling price to the dealer 
from 20 cents to 15 cents, and the 
dealer reduced his from 30 cents to 25 
cents. Even at this reduced price 
you will see that the manufacturer 
now made 50 per cent. on his turnover 
as against the old profit of 33 1-3 per 
cent., and the dealer made 66 2-3 per 
cent, as against 50 per cent. before. 

Naturally, the other two firms 
couldn't compete on price, so they 
went out of business. The dealer 
found he only had to tie up one-third 
one 
brand as. he used to tie up to carry 
the three makes on his shelves.

Did the dealer pay for it? If you 
think so, how do you reconcile your 
opinion with the fact that he reduced 
his selling price from 30 cents to 25 
cents ahd increased his profit from 
50 per cent. to 66 2-3 per cent.? 

Did the consumer pay Yor it? Ob- 
viously not, for he now got as good a 
trap for 25 cents as he used to get for 
30 cents. 

It looks like a case of money being 
spent and nobody having to pay for 
it, doesn't it? If we look close, 
however, we will find fhat the men 
who really paid for the advertising 
were the two manufacturers who did 
not advertise... The number of mice 
in that town remained just about the 
same, and so also did’the number of 
traps sold per year. But every time 
either of these firms lost an account 
it went to the manufacturer who ad- 
vertised.

yenient. -Lately it has become ser- 
ious, and it has now reached a climax 
in which some relief must be found. 
The exchange price of monéy is ser- 
iously affecting the price of stocks 
and threatens to throw the markets 
of this continent into a confusion ap- 
proaching a panic. It is an artificial 
situation caused by trade bdlances, 
and may be redressed by some com- 
prehensive artificial adjustments and 
extensions of national credit. So far 
as Canada is concerned the exchange 
balance in all her trade is heavily in 
her favor. As between this country 
and the rest of the world, exchange 
ought to be well in our favor. But 
while for years past we have been 
exporting more than our imports, we 
have been buying twice as much from 
the United States as we sold to that 
country. This is easily balanced hy 
the excess of exports to Great Brit- 
ain, to which country we have sold 
five times as much as we_ bonght 
there. At ordinary times Britain would 
settle the bill by paying the United 
States on our behalf. 

“But Great Britain has a far heay- 
fer balance against her in her own 
trade with the United States. The 
result is that while Britain has to 
pay heavy exchange rates to Canada 
the Dominion is asked to pay prem. 
iums on exchanges with the United 
States which have now become _in- 
tolerable. 

“The United States has soldvand is 
selling to other countries so much 
more than she buys that.now she has 
all countries heavily in her debt. 
The exchange rate is so much against 
these countries that it is disastrous 
to go on buying. A situation has 
been created among perfectly solvent 
countries in which those needing to 
buy have no way of paying and the 
country with goods to sell will have 
to keep them unless special cre‘lit 
devices are nationally arranged. By 
such special arrangements Canada 
has enabled Britain to go on taking 
our surplus. products, and limited 
credits of the same kind have been 
extended to certain other European 
countries. But as yet the United 
States has not bdlanced these credits 
by similar arrangements with Cana- 
da, nor has she given Great Britain 
and other European countries such 
an opportunity for a temporary ad- 
justment of exchange. 

“The solution is supposed to be 
the creation of a national credit by 
the United States’ by which the ex- 
change may be restored to natural 
conditions. The exact terms of this 
arrangement are not stated, but there 
is little doubt that tkp United States 
Government and financiers can bring 
it to pass. As the largest producing 
country and the chief creditor nation 
the United States holds the key to 
the situation. While the exchange 
rate was not so high as to make 
trade impossible, and while the situ- 
ation did not seriously disturb stock 
markets, the United States might be 
the gainer by the abnormal condi- 
tions. But the stage has been 
reached in which New York can no 
more afford to see it .continue than 
London or Montreal. All the world 
alike has an interest in the settle- 
ment. 

“We have spoken of the trade bal- 
ances as the immediate cause of the 
present uneasiness and uncertainty. 
The state of international relations 
is another. The world looked to the 
League of Nations as the agency by 
which order should succeed chaos. 
The long controversy in the United 
States senate and the recent action 
of that body has nearly destroyed the 
influence of the League of Nations. 
The world unrest continues. Tt af- 
fects all credits, discourages all large 
international enterprises, and delays 
the restoration of normal commercial, 
financial and industrial activities. 

“We say again that the economic 
position of Canada is sound. For 
years we have been buying abroad 
less than our exports. As an export- 
ing country we gain nationally by the 
increased price of commodities. We 
do not need to buy in the United 
States nearly so much as we are buy- 
ing. Imports of luxuries might be 
cut down by tens of millions to our 
national advantage. The chief econ 
omic difficulty comes in the i.nporta- 
tion of raw material necessary for 
the maintenance of Canadian indus- 
tries. What we :hould lose as a 
nation in e:change with the United 
State; we might get back with addi- 
ion in exchange with Great Britain 
if Britain could go on buying and 
paying. Canada is, not borrowing 
heavily abroad either for national or 
provincial, or municipal or private 
purposes. This country was able to 
make a large shipment of gold to the 
United States yesterday, and is prob- 
ably as well supplied with gold as 
any other country, except the *United 
States. We would not need a special 
credit with the United States if an 
arrangement between the United 
States and Great Britain were such 
that our trans-Atlantic exports could 
be used to adjust our balances on this 
continent. Now that the situation has 
reached a point where the United 
States can not sell to other coun- 
tries we may hope for some financial 
modus vivendi.”

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“THE: HINDU» PLANT TRICK. 


A very perplexing trick of Kastern 
origin makes a plant in full flowor de- 
velop fram a seed in a few minutes. 
If properly carried out, the trick is 
very striking, for it can be performed 
in full view of the spectators without 
any. elaborate apparatus, according to 
an interesting exposure of an old oc- 
cult manoouvre carried in the calumns 
of the “Scientific American.” What 
the onlookers see is on the following 
lines: . * 

The seed is inserted in the middle 
ofa pot of soil. They the~soil is wat- 
ered? and almost -at once the plant 
arises from the earth. That it is a 
real plant is evident when pieces, of 
it are picked and handed around to 
the audience. 

The explanation is simple enough, 
and it is needful only to mate a few 
prepargtions in advance. In the first 
place, a good sized flower pot is need- 
ed. As well, too, secure a jar that 
will fit inside the pot and when in 
position sink a few inches below the 
rim. Get a round piece of cork such 
as will just fit into the jar. tt should, 
however, be gble to move up and down 
freely.. Then into the centre of the

Fill soil all arouhd in between the 
jar and the pot. Place the piece of 
paper right over the top of the jar 
and add a layer of soil so that the 
whole thing is entirely covered. 

To perform the trick a jug of water 
is needed to push the seed down 
into the soil, then apply the water, 
being careful to pour it in the little 
(rap door. Naturally the water goes 
down ino the jar, and as the vessel 
fills the cork floats upwards bringing 
the flowering stem with it, of course. 
After a little pause the whole thing 
comes with a jerk through the open- 
ing in the paper; and if this ig the 
color of the soil the little flap will 
sink back at once and the deception 
will not be noticed.

British Columbia’s resources oi 
foal ate one-siteenth of the Do- 
minion’s tgal supply and _ ropre- 
Bent 1,023 of the total estimated re- 
source of the globe. The total ton- 
mage of the deposits underlying Brit- 
ish Columbia forests is 83,828 million 
tons, which is made up of 670 million 
tons of anthracite, 77,290 of bitumin- 
ous, and 6,868 of lignite. The actual 
and probable reserves in the pro- 
vince are semi-anthracite 1.9 per 
cent; bituminous, 85.4 per cent; low 
carbon bituminous, 3.3 per cent; can- 
ater per cent; lignitic, 7.0 per 
ce 


At present there are three main 

districts where mining operations are 
being actively pursued. These are 
the Crow's Nest, Pass region, in the 
eastern part of the province; the 
Nicola Valley district in the central 
‘part; and the eastern side of Van- 
couver Island. Besides these, other 
coal basins are known, and more or 
less prospected, but the lack of 
transport and communicati have 
hampered any extensive develop- 
ment yet they constitute a raserve 
of great possibility. 
. The Crow's Nest coal field is the 
most important body of coal being. 
mined in British Columbia, and in- 
cludes an area of 230 square miles. 
The coal is high grade bituminous, 
occasionally running into anthracite, 
averaging 64 per cent fixed carbon. 
There are 22 workable seams with a 
total thickness of 216 feet, 100 feet of 
which is estimated as workable. In 
addition to this there are other coal 
bearing areas in southern British 
Columbia, notably at Princeton, 
where there is a field of 50 square 
miles, and at Nicola, where seams 
from 6 to"12 feet have been mined. 
‘The Nicola coal is sub-bituminous 
and analysia about 47 per cent fixed 
carbon, 39 per cent volatile, and 4 
Per cent moisture. 

The total in Vancouver Island un- 
derlain by coal seams is about 600 
square miles, and these coal fields 
contain some of the best steam coal 
on the Pacific coast The coal of the 
‘Comox field is coking bituminous, 
and contains 57.2 per cent fixed car- 
-bon, the highest carbon content of all 
the Vancouver Island coals. 

The Nanaimo field has a produc- 

tive area of 65 square miles though 
the areas underlain by coal seams 
are larger than this. Tho coal fields 
of the Queen Charlotte Islands range 
from semi-anthracite to low-carbon 
bituminous in their deposits, whilst 
lignite is a'so found. 
‘In Central British Columbia lig- 
mite Is found at Alexandria, Quesnel, 
and Prince George op the Fraser, on 
the Nazco river, Nechako river, Dean 
river and Lightning creek. Three 
rich bearing seams oxist on the Mor- 
ice river, and three on Goat river. 

In the Northern part of the pro- 
vince the most important coals thus 
discovered are the semi-Anthracite 
.and the apthracites of the Ground- 
hog Mountain area. Here, an area 
of 170 square miles {s assumed to be 
coal-bearing, and contains elght 
seams with an aggregate thickness 
of 30 feet. 

The location of the British Colum- 
-b'a coal fields has a great bearing on 
thelr importance. One of the most

With the United States leading in 
Ler possession of a {rifle more than 
one half of the world’s coal deposits 


Canada ranks easily second with 
nearly one-fifth of the globe's 
tota] supply of this mineral. Nearly 


ninety ner cent of Canada’s coal sup- 
ply lies within the confines of the 
province of Alberta, or about one- 
seventh of the résources of the world. 
In tonnage the enormous deposits 
of the prairie province total 1.182.571 
millfon tons, which may be sub-dl- 
vided {nto 1,182 million tons of an- 
thracite, 217,593 million tons of bitu- 
minous, and 963,796 million tons of 
lignite. This may be compared with 
the world’s total reserve of 7,397,553 
metric tons, or the United States of 
4,231,352 million tons. 

Alberta possesses by far the most 
extensive coal area of Canada. The 
greater part of the southeastern part 
of the province appears to be under- 
laid with coal, and the minerable 
coal areas of the province have becn 
estimated at not less than 30,050 
square miles, :

(1) Edmonton and Paskapoo forma 
tion; (2) Belly River formation: (3) 
Kootenay, formation.’ The Edmonton 
formation forms a wide trough ap

estimated that in these beds there

The Belly River formation occu- 
pies a considerable area in the south- 
western part of the province, the 
most important seam being in the 
vicinity of Lethbridge. The probable 
reserves in this area are lignite, 29 
per cent, lignitic, or sub-bituminous, 
10% per cent, low-carbon bitumin- 
ous 601% per cent. 

The Kootenay formation is exposed 
{n and near the Rocky Mountains and 
is estimated as 1.7 per cent semi-an- 
thracite, and 98.3 per cent high car- 
bon bituminous or bituminous, 

The production of the anthracite 
field, of which Banff is the centre, 
for the year 1917, was 108,225 tons 
which represents 2.3 per cent of the 
province's total output. The total 
amount of bituminous coal produced 
from Alberta mines was 2,199,305 
tons or 46.4 per cent of output. The 
lignite production formed more than 
one half of the province's coal pro- 
duction with 2,428,838 tons or 61.3 
per cent, 

It has been estimated that the Al- 
herta deposits of coal could supply 
the whole world’s needs, at Ita pre- 
sont rate of consumption for nearly a 
thousand years. 

As seen from these figures the coal 
resources of the Province of Alberto 
are barely belng tapped, whilst Can- 
nda ta yearly {mporting more coal 
from the United States than her dwn 
talnes are producing, )

WINTER CARE 
AND REPAIR OF * 
FARM MAGHINERY 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 


“Let .him use more machinery 
then,” is the stock phrase: and .cure- 
all prescribed by the “knowitall” of 
the farmers' labour problem. .This is 
just what he has been doing for‘a gen- 
eration or ever since city wages, were 
distinctly higher than those upon the 
farm. Today machinery. has doubled 
in cost because it does not grow upon 
the land by the agency of sunlight 
like crops but és made in cities and by 
Jabour that exacts. far more than the 
farmer's wage. Thus there is a limit 
the machinery the farmer can afford 
to buy and to the extent to which 
he can substitute machinery for ex- 
pensive labour. In other words mach- 
inery is now expensive labour. 


Farmers, therefore, are going’ to 
house their machinery in some way 
since the price is still soaring and 
since the life of an implement well 
cared for is prolonged four or five 
times the life of machinery which is 
left in the open. An energetic far. 
mer will not allow his horse..or cow 
to stand out in the rain or snow. He 
will rush to get his crop into the 
ground in time and in the best pos- 
sible condition and he will gather his 
harvest, promptly and carefully so 
that there is the least possible loss. 
Many of us will do all these things, 
and still allow a part of the  toil- 
earned revenue to be swallowed up 
in the purchase, of sky soaring priced 
machinery or in expensive repairs. 


See to it that each implement wears 
out and does not rust out. Every 
one knows that it should be housed, 
but housing under any condition and 
not caring for it otherwise, constitute 
very poor care. Machinery may be just 
as well cared for if it is allowed to 
stand in the shade of a tree as if stor- 
ed in some of the leaky sheds, open 
sheds, poorly drained sheds, or com- 
bined implement sheds and hen roosts 
which are found. 


Do not merely go through the mo- 
tion, but “shelter considerately, and 
before doing so, first list the repairs 
needed for next season, and _ secure 
them, along with an assortment of 
bolts, rivets, springs, etc., in time to 
have each implement .repaired and 
ready for useontime. An implement 
in repair at all times will have a 
longer life and will give more satis- 
factory service during its life than 
one receiving irregular attention. 
econdly, clean and oil each machine, 
and give all polished surfaces an ap- 
plication of some anti-rust preparation. 
Axle grease or other lubricant will 
answer the purpose. 


Another “critter” occupies space in 
the implement shed, the twenty-four- 
hour-day-iron horse or tractor has ar- 
rived on the farm. To insure more 
efficient use of this implement next 
season there are two things that 
should be ‘given special atention. 
First, take steps to put it in the best 
possible condition now. and secondly, 
learn as much as possible about fun- 
damentals of tractor operatiop. Read 
carefully the instruction book; news- 
papers, books and magazine articles 
also furnish a wealth of information. 
If possible attend one of the tractor 
schools which will be conducted dur- 
ing the winter. Leave nothing undone 
that will fit you to become a more 
proficient tractor operator. 

A properly fitted work shop is a 
necessity on most farms. It provides 
& means of acquiring the “knack”: in 
doing repair work. Again at critical 
times, such as harvesting or seeding 
seasons, one long trip to town for re- 
pairs may cause a loss more than 
equg’ ¥ « the value of a well equipped 
sho 


, although last mentioned, is by 
no Midans the least important factor 
in prolonging the usefulness ofan im- 
plement. Painted machinery on the 
farm is an exception rather than a 
general rule. The chief utility of 
paint is in protecting materials rather 
than improving appearances. Paint of 


the face to be painted should be 
dry and clean before the paint is ap- 
plied.

THE HERO. INTERVIEWED. - 


- The story ‘of the deed, as told by| 
Sergeant ‘Ricketts himself, was after 
this: manner: : 

_ At Ledgehem, Belgium, on the 14th 
of, last October, the Newfoundland | 
Battalion moved forward towerd a! 
certain objective, which was closely 
guarded by. a German field battery. 
Between the Battalion and this ob: 
jective was‘a ‘fairly high range cov- 
ered with barbed wire entanglements, 
over which the advancing soldiers 
went. Descending the other side, to 
level ground, they continued on over 
a field of mangles, a beet grown in 
Belgium for cattle feed, about 350 
yards, when a shallow ditch was ‘en-! 
countered. This. ditch had been made 
by the farmer who owned the land on 
which the battle was raging, and had | 
been done to drain off the water thal } 
collected. In this trench the soldiers | 
took temporary refuge. Suddenly the’ 
German battery, which was concealed ' 
between two farm houses about 350 
yards ahead, opened fire point blank 
at the ditch, and the men fellin big! 
numbers, some being killed and many,| 
wounded. The condition became worse 
and worse, for with. shells and deadly 
machine gun bullets sweeping. from 
such a short distance, the position’ 
was the most desperate one imagin-| 
able. To have advanced would have 
exposed the battalion to a destructive | 
fire, while to retire would have been 
worse and more disastrous. At this 
critical. moment, Sergeant, then Pri- 
vate,. Ricketts, who was on the ex.! 
treme right of the ditch, volunteered ' 
to go with his. platoon Lance-Corporal., | 
Brazil, and advancing in a,cirgle to- 
ward the battery, attempt to put 
it out of action. To attempt such an' 
attack was bravery that can only be| 
imagined and realized by soldiers 
who have been through the inferno of 
battle, and behind the volunteer's ac-! 
toy lay a consuming and propelling j 
orce. 


HIS MOTIVE. 


Among the gallant Newfoundland- 
ers that fell-at Cambrai was Private 
George Ricketts—brother of the Vic- 
toria Cross man. The death of this 
loved brother and only male relative 
had made a deep and lasting impres- 
sion on Ricketts, and thenceforward 
one desire imbued him with the heru- 
ism and courage that now had’ burst 
into decisive action. “The way it 
was with me,” he explained with was 
naive manner that suggested that he 
considered ‘it.-ample explanation for’ 
anything he had done, “was that. I 
was determined that I would this time 
get them or they would get me.” Fil- 
led with this unshakeable determin- 
ation, he set out with his companion- 
in-arms, to outflank the Germah bat-, 
tery to the right which was nal 
ously and without. cessation pouring 
in its hellish and annihilating fire up-| 
on the ditch. The ground over which 
they had to go was a ploughed field, 
and the advance was made in ‘quick, 
short runs of ten yards each. The two 
would dash forward, then suddenly 
drop, get the Lewis machine gun 
they carried, into action, then forward 
again, and another round of firing, 
and so on toward the battery they had 
set out to capture. When within 50 
yards or soof the unsuspecting enemy, 


their ammunition ran short and their;

Jones,: one. of the 
King’s equerries, conducted Pte. Rick- 
etts into the presence of His Majesty 
who stepped forward, shook hands 
with him, aud first reading an official 
Gcccription of the action for which he 
was then to be honored, he pinned the 
Victoria Cross on Rickett's’ breast, 
He then chatted for a:while with the 
yourg hero, and asked him his age. 
Upon Ricketts replying the King turn- 
ed to the Bishop who was standing 
near, and remarked that he was- the 
youngest V.C..in the British army He 
also asked him if he could remember 
when he (the King) was out to New- 
foundland, but was of course answer- 
ed no, as Ricketts is but a young 
lad, not ygt quite 18, having . been 
born in 1901. He also remarked that 
out of 7,000,000 British soldiers, only 
600° Victoria Crosses had been won 
during the late war, a fact that makes 
the winning an even greater honor, if 
Altogether, the 
interview with the King lasted ten 
minutes, during which time he chat- 
ted pleasantly and without feserve, 
never showing ‘in his manner or 
speech that he considered his action 
in any way condescending. Passing 
out into the lower garden adjoining 
the Castle, Sergeant Ricketts encoun- 
tered young Prince George, -about 16 
years of age, who also spoke’ for a 
few minutes with him, enquiring into 
the action that won the Cross. Fur- 
ther on Queen Alexandra was met. 
The Queen Mother chatted with 
him for a minute’ or two, and asking 
if he would fike a bouquet, picked a 
rose and pinned it on his boso:n. The 
Princess Mary- and the Norwegian 
Prince also spoke to Ricketts, both 
being pleasant and courteous enough. 
Later in the same afternoon, Sergeant 
Ricketts met Sir Dighton Probyn, the 
oldest Victoria Cross soldier of the 
army. This veteran is 83 years wid, 
and won the premier decoration in 
India when he was 23 years old, being 


beaten in this respect by Ricketts, 


who won the Cross when he wes 17 
years and 4 months old. Sir Dighton 
asked how Ricketts had won the 
Cross, in turn recounting how he had 
received his own.

the same ground for some 200 yards 
he went, and on the ground picked up 
two carriers of Lewis gun cartridges. 
The Germans now thought they had 
a good chance to bring up reinforce- 
ments and retire with the battery, 
and seeing this, Ricketts redoubled 
his efforts, and with as little delay as 
at all possible, turned again to the 
attack. Succeeding in passing the brok- 
en ground without being: seen or in- 
jured, he at length regained the spot, 
only to find the Lewis gun there, but 
the other man gone. This new pre- 
dicament would have meant the end 
of any further effort on the part of 
almost anyone else, but not so of 
Ricketts. Placing the gun in -posi- 
tion, he opened fire on the’ battery, 
which was now slightly to the left 
and front of him, and keeping up a 
deathly hail of lead, stuck to his post 


{untilhe had the satisfaction of seeing 


the gun crews retire from the guns 
into one of the nearby houses, to wait 
until his fire ceased. This was the 
Newfoundlander’s chance. Catching 
up the gun under his arm, he dashed 
forward to the house in which the 
Germans had taken refuge, and ap- 
pearing suddenly in the doorway, pre- 
sented the gun at the men inside, at 
the same time demanding an instant 
and unqualified surrender. Struck 
with astonishment and terror, the 
Germans threw up their hands, crying 


“Kamerad! Kamerad!. Mercy! Mer- 


..cy!” and were taken without further 


delay. In the meantime, the bat- 
talion in the trench, 350 yards back, 
seeing tae gun fire cease, ,had_  ad- 
vanced again, and appeared at the 
house just after the capture had been 
made. As a result of Ricketts’ des- 
perate coup, 4 field Buns and 4 mach- 
ine guns were secured by the battal- 
ion, 8 men, 1 officer and 7 privates, 
captured, and the objective of the 


| battalion, an important section of rail- 


way line, reached without further 
casualty or delay. 


This happened in October, but it 
was not until about the 14th of De- 
cember that Ricketts became aware 
that his action had won him the V.C. 
The battalion was drawn up on the 
parade ground, forming three sides. 
Major Bernard, the most popular offi- 
Regiment, and of 
glowing with admiration and esteem, 
was in command, Capt. Raley acting 
adjutant, standing near him. The 
gallant Major, calling forth the young 
soldier, regd the official declaration, 
and warmly congratulated him on the 
high honor of which he was the re- 
ciplent, while the assembled soldiers 
cheered with the lustiness of sincere 
admiration. 


WITH THE KING. 

On January 14th Ricketts left the 
Regiment, which was then stationed 
in Germany, and proceeded on_ to 
London,.to receive at the hands of the 
King the medal he had won. This, 
historic event took place at Sand- 
ringham Castle in the afternoon.at 2 
‘o'clock, and the scene of the actual 
presentation was a small sitting room. 
The King, who was dressed in ordin- 
ary civilian garb, was standing, and 
near him were an Australian Bishop,
